Be 1t enacted by the Legislature of the State of Minnesota :

Secrion 1. There is hereby levied on all of the taxable
property in the State of Minnesota, for the year (1859), one Firemil tx for
thousand eight hundred ard fifty-nine, a tax at the rate of 1458 0o be lavled
five mills on the dollar for the use of the State, including the
sum to be raised as a sinking fund, and for interest of the
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State debt under the provisions of an act entitled “ An Act
to authorize a loan of two hundred and fifty thousand dol-
lars, to defray the current expenses of the State,” Approved
March 13th, 1858.

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the proper officers of the
several counties in the State to assess and collect said tax
in their respective counties, and pay the same over to the
Treasurer of State, in the manner and time prescribed by
law.

Sec. 8. That in cases whercby default, delay or negligence
of uny county or township officer or officers, entrusted by law
with the duty of assessing and collecting taxes, such taxes in
any county have not been or shall not be hereafter assessed or
collected, and paid into the Treasury of the State, or of the
scveral counties and townships respectively, in accordance
with existing laws, then, and in such cases, it is hereby
made the duty of the Auditor of State, fo extend the time
for the assessment and collection of said taxes, and to re-
guire the proper officers to enter upon and discharge the said

uty of assessing and collecting the taxes prescribed by
law at the earliest possible period thercafter, and in case of
continued default or negligence on the part of such cfficers,
appoint other competent persons in their stead to discharge
the said duties.

Sec. 4. Any county or township officer upon whom the
duty of assessing or collecting taxes is imposed, who shall,
by default, delay or negligence, fail to discharge the trust
imposed upon him by law, shall bo deemed guilty of a mis-
demeanor, and upon conviction thereof, ho shall be punished
or imprisoned, or both, at the discretion of the Court,

Sec. 5, This Act shall be in force from and after its pas-
sage.
